— The 
promotion of .Maj. Gen. Walter 
Krueger, who as Col. Krueger com- 
manded the Sixth Infantry at Jef- 
ferson Barracks, St. Louis, from 
1932 to 1934, to Lieutenant General, 
in command of the Third Army, 
will become effective next Thurs- 
day.

Ambassador Declares That 
How America Gets Sup- 
plies to England ‘Is Your 
Affair.’ 


CHICAGO, May 9 (AP).-—Great 
Britain can offer no blueprint of 
the post-war future but it knows 
the basic principles which must 
govern a peace settlement, Lord 
Halifax asserted last night. 

The British Ambassador to the 
United States set forth Britain's 
war aims in general terms in an 
address to the Commercial Club as 
he began a seven-day tour of the 
Middle West. 

“Today our first aim is to win,” 
he said. “Yet even‘in this moment 
ef stress, we are looking forward. 

“We are thinking today in terms 
ef freedom rather than frontiers, 
ef the restoration of the worth 
and welfare of the common man 
rather than of political agree- 
ments. We are seeking to insure 
the freedom of the _ individual 
against enslavement.” 

He asserted there could be no 
inconclusive issue from the pres- 
ent struggle, that destruction of 
the “Nazi system” must precede 
the establishment of a new world 
order. : 

“No Peace With Hitler.” 

“We know that no peace made 
with Hitler and his gang would 
be a real peace, but only an uncer- 
tain and precarious armistice while 
he made new preparations to de- 
stroy it,” he said. 

The Ambassador listed three ob- 
jectives which the “new world 
comity of nations” must attain to 
succeed: 

“1. A system of security which 
will insure international stability. 

“2. A system of economic col- 
laboration, in place of economic 
conflict, between free peoples... 

“3. A system of ordered change 
in- the relationship between states 
which will restore confidence in 
the integrity of the word of na- 
tions.” 

“If this new world order is to be 
built, the British Commowealth 
must join with the United States 
to build it,” he said. 


Cites Combined Power. 

He declared that Britain has a 
hard road ahead but that he was 
convinced the “large and finally 
decisive factors are on our side.” 
Among these factors, he said, was 
the combined industrial power of 
—* United States and Great Brit- 
ain. 

He asserted that Germany’s dom- 
ination of 164,000,000 persons “‘car- 
ries within it the seeds of its own 
destruction,” adding that an im- 
portant element in the war “is the 
will power of all peoples deter- 
mined to be free.” 

He stated that the two Axis 
powers have a population of 130,- 
000,000 compared with 200,000,000 in 
the United States, Great Britain 
and the dominions, and “the occu- 
pied countries have 164,000,000 
sulkily waiting for the day of lib- 
eration and nursing bitter feelings 
of revenge. Even with all the 
forces at Germany’s disposal— 
ruthless employment, slave condi- 
tions, men treated like machines— 
that situation clearly carries within 
it the seeds of its own destruction.” 

On North American Invasion. 

The Ambassador said the Ger- 
man General Staff had examined 
the question of invading North 
America but had found it at pres- 
ent impracticable. 

“But,” he added, “what is not 
feasible at one time becomes feas- 
ible at another. Moreover, the 
German General Staff are silent 
about South America.” 

He said he did not know wheth- 
er Hitler next would go “through 
Spain and Portugal, against Wey-

U. S. Already in the War, Except 
For_Troops, Says James Roosevelt 


Asserts at Cairo Nation Can Best Help, Now 
by Relieving Britain in Far East 
and Getting Supplies Across. 


CAIRO, May 9% (AP).—Capt. 
James Roosevelt, here as an ob- 
server for the United States Ma- 


rine - expressed the opinion 
today that the United States “ex- 
cept for sending troops, already is 
in the war.” 

The President’s eldest son made 
the statement in response to a 
question whether he thought the 
United States could best aid Brit- 
ain by entering the war or staying 
out of it longer. 

He said he believed the United 
States could best help Britain 
now by taking action to relieve 
her in the Far East and in “taking 
full responsibility for getting sup- 
plies across.” 

He arrived here last night from 
an overnight stay in Basra, Iraq, 
where he caught his first glimpse 
of war as shots echoed in the 
streets. Of the eight-day-old hos- 
tilities between British troops and 
Iraq forces, he said the trouble 
was “deep-seated and is not likely 
to be cleaned up within a few 
days.” 

Capt. Roosevelt added, however, 
that “the British seem to have the 
situation well in hand.” 

He said German airmen were 
reported to be flying American- 
made planes as part of the Irag 
air force in the fight against Brit- 
ain. 

Roosevelt, who joined more than 


20 other American military and 
naval observers with the British 
in the Middle East, said he 
brought a letter from the Presi- 
dent to King Farouk of Egypt. 

The contents of the letter caused 
widespread speculation in Egyp- 
tian quarters. While Roosevelt 
said the communication was non- 
political, the fact that the Presi- 
dent sent it by his son rather than 
through normal diplomatic chan- 
nels gave the letter added import- 
ance in Egyptian eyes.

$1,000,000 in Planes, Equipment Ex- 
ported to Iraq by U. 8. 

WASHINGTON, May 3 (AP).— 
The United States has exported 
nearly $1,000,000 worth of airplanes 
and equipment to Irag, the State 
Department said today when asked 
to comment on a statement by 
Capt. James Roosevelt that Ger- 
man airmen were reported to be 
flying American-made planes as 
part of the Iraq forces which have 
risen against the British. 

Exports of planes to Iraq 
amounted to $697,963 during 1940 
and in addition there were small 
amounts of aerial gun equipment. 
Only aircraft parts and machine 
guns, amounting to about $200,- 
000 have been sent to Iraq so far 
this year, figures showed.

Decree Also Keeps Semitic Work- 
ers From Direct Contact With

PARIS (Via Berlin), May 8&—| 
(Delayed) —(AP).—New regulations 
strictly limiting the participation 
of Jews in business and the pro- 
fessions were: announced today by 
a spokesman for the economic sec- 
tion of the German military ad- 
ministration in occupied France. 

The new decree, which is only 
in general terms, takes effect May 
20. Detailed orders will be is- 
sued later. Failure of Jewish pro- 
prietors or employers to observe 
the rules may mean prison terms 
or confiscation of property. 

The spokesman characterized the 
new decree as a “Jewish biock- 
ade.” Its principal features in- 
clude restrictions prohibiting any 
Jew from holdin ga proprietary or 
managing interest in any business, 
and the prohibition of Jewish 
workers in any employment which 
brings them into direct contact 
with the “Aryan” public.

Maxwell Halsey Engaged for 
Two-Month Study by

announced today that Maxwell 
Halsey, associate director of the 
Bureau of Street Traffic Research 
of ¥ale University, had been en- 
gaged to conduct an engineering 
survey of the St. Louis traaffic 
problem. | 

Halsey arrived last night for two 
days of preliminary conferences 
with committee members and city 
officials. He said his survey would 
get under way about June 1 and 
would require two months. 

The survey will analyze the ef- 
fectiveness of present street de- 
signs, parking facilities and sig- 
nals. On its conclusion, Halsey 
will make recommendations. for 
immediate engineering improve- 
ments and for long-term planning 
for economical and efficient move- 
ment of traffic. Halsey was un- 
able to estimate what the survey 
would cost the city. He has not 
yet named the experts who will 
conduct the tsudy. 

Halsey, who has conducted such 
surveys in several other major 
cities, expressed satisfaction for 
what he called the “broad-gauged, 
intelligent approagh” of the St. 
Louis administration to the prob- 
lem. Good street engineering is 
particularly important now, he 
said, because with acceleration of 
defense industry an added burden 
will be placed on city street sys- 
tems.

Clyde Lusk Release 
Jail After Verdict of Ac- 


cident— Struggled Ov er| 


Shotgun. 


Clyde Lusk, who shot and killed 
his estranged wife, Mrs. Leona 
Lusk, last night as. they were fight- 
ing for possession of a shotgun 
at their home in Lemay, was re- 
leased from jail at Clayton today, 
following a verdict of accident by 
a Coroner’s jury. 

Lusk testified at the inquest 
that he and his wife, who was a 
waitress, struggled for possession 
of the weapon in the bedroom of 
their residence, 137 Kayser ave- 
nue, after one of their quarrels 
which were frequent. He said his 
wife had tried to shoot him with 
the gun about a year ago, but the 
weapon was not loaded.. 

After Mrs. Lusk was shot she 
ran outside and collapsed in the 
yard. Lusk followed her out, put 
her body in his automobile and 
drove with their 16-year-old son, 
Charles, to the office of Constable 
Ed Earley, 9444 South Broadway. 

“I just shot my wife,” he told 
Earley. “She's in the car out- 
side,” 

Mrs. Lusk, who was 32, had been 
shot from the back in the right 
shoulder with a shotgun, the 
charge entering the chest. 

The Lusks had been separated 
frequently during their married 
life. When Lusk, a cement work- 
er, came home last night he found 
a note in his wife’s handwriting 
asking him to call for her at 11 
o'clock at the restaurant in the 
2100 block of Cherokee street, 
where she worked. A reconcilia- 
tion was apparently in prospect, 
since the note indicated that Mrs. 
Lusk would quit work and get her 
belongings. 

Lusk, who is 36, testified that 
the quarrel began when he asked 
his wife to tell their son what she 
had been doing since their. most 
recent separation, which occurred 
about three weeks ago. 

Lusk said his wife was sitting 
on the bed and he on a cedar chest 
when they both reached for a shot- 
gun which was standing in a cor- 
ner of the bedroom. As they strug- 
gied for the gun, he said, their son 
came im and tried to take the 
weapon away. Suddenly it was 
discharged. 

The son corroborated his fa- 
ther’s testimony at the inquest.

|Mayor Says This Is Hold-

Mayor William Dee Becker told 
reporters today that consideration 
of important city matters was be- 
ing delayed by the difficulty he 
has encountered in finding prop- 
erly qualified men for appointment 
to the remaining important execu- 
tive posts.

“We 
must try to find men who are 
really fit for the positions open, 
and that’s not easy. For example, 
the Director of Public Welfare has 
supervision over a great variety of 
city activities and must be espe- 
cially skilled. 

“Then there are the positions 
requiring qualified engineers, such 
as president of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service—the man chosen must 
not only be a good engineer but 
also have executive ability.” 

The Mayor added that he would 
make no new appointments before 
Monda:. His chief appointees thus 
far have been: City Counselor, 
Joseph F. Holland; Director of 
Streets and Sewers, Arthur C, 
Meyers; Director of Public Utili- 
ties, Max H. Doyne; Assessor, Ar- 
thur C. Hoehn; Charles Herten- 
stein as chairman of the Effi- 
ciency Board and Thomas E. Nest- 
er as City Marshal.

FOOD SHORTAGE 1S UNLIKELY,

LOS ANGELES, May 9. (AP).— 
Walter D. Fuller, president of 
the National Association of Manu- 


facturers, called on the Govern- 
ment today to “quit dilly-dallying 
and formulate a constructive labor 
policy.” 

“No nation, regardless of its po- 
tentialities, can, by working less 
and less, lick another nation which 
is working more and more,” said 
Fuller, president of the Curtis Pub- 
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lishing Co. 

“Everyone until now has badly 
underestimated the size of the 
gtop-Hitler job,” he told the asso- 
ciation’s Southern California Con- 
ference on Preparedness. 

“Don’t forget that Hitler has 
300 million people now as potential 
producers and almost all the re- 
gources of Europe to command.” 

Fuller said that during the last 
11 months the output of Ameri- 
can industry had increased 24 per 
eent, “but this is not enough, ... 

“If Government will get more 
of its requirements on a standard- 
ized basis, we'll surpass the world 
in our mass production of arma- 
ment—that is, if strikes do not 
continue too seriously to inter- 
fere.” 

He said strikes in defense indus- 
tries during the first three months 
of this year cost 1,577,816 man- 
days of armament production. He 
continued: 

“Yet. administrative effort that 
the public might expect to be de- 
voted to correction of these evils 
is too largely given to minimiz- 
ing the importance of these stop- 
pages. ... 

“The picture of enforcement we 
get is of high administrators of the 
law sitting in conference with the 
breakers of the common laws of 
the land to see what concessions 
they—the lawbreakers—will grant 
the State. 

‘I have nothing but utmost 
praise for the manner in which the 
workers, by and large, have re- 
sponded, but I do say that labor 
stoppages have reached the point 
where the Government should quit

JEFFERSON CITY, May ® —

Auditor Forrest Smith and Secre- 
tary of State Dwight H. Brown 
for larger appropriations for their 
departments, backed by high-pres- 
sure lobbying with legislators, 
threatens to wreck the economy 
efforts of Chairman William B. 
Weakley of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. 

For three days the committee has 
been hopelessly deadlocked by a 
bitter political feud among its 
members over the efforts of the 
Democratic elective State officials 
to have their appropriations in- 
creased substantially, and the com- 
mittee yesterday finally decided to 
wash its hands of the matter ahd 
let the House settle the dispute. 

The $11,150,000 civil list appro- 
priation measure, carrying funds 
for major State departments, was 
reported by the committee to the 
House without change, along with 
a series of amendments designed 
to give the departments the 
amounts originally requested and 
which they are now attempting to 
force from the Legislature. 

In drafting the civil list bill, 
Weakley cut $832,500 from the 
budget requests of Auditor Smith 
and $498,720 from the requests of 
of Secretary of State Brown. The 
committee amendments, which will 
be placed before the House with- 
out recommendations, would re- 
store $782,500 to Smith and $364,- 
880 to Brown and would add $109,- 
400 to the appropriations for At- 
torney General Roy McKittrick 4nd 
$49,000 to State Treasurer Wilson 
Bell.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 9%.— 
Charges of excessive costs in col- 
lection of the State sales tax were 
made today in a communication by 
the Missouri Public Expenditures 
Survey to members of the Legie- 
lature, in opposition to State Audi- 
tor Smith’g demand for a 662-3 
per cent increase in the proposed 
appropriation for the purpose, 

In answer to Smith's contention 
that sales tax collections are be- 
ing hampered by shortage of funds 
for a field force to check pay- 
ments, the survey presented com- 
putations designed to show that 
the present field force was operat- 
ing at an unreasonably high cost, 
and that it produced a relative- 
ly small amount in collections. 


In the last biennium, according 
to the survey, a total of $42,000,000 
in sales tax money was mailed to 
the auditor’s office without requir- 
ing any effort toward its collec- 
tion, and only $4,628,827 was re- 
ceived through the efforts of the 
field force. Collection costs on 
this amount were stated to be 23.9 
per cent. 

The 120 inspectors in the 1939-

The measure, to prohibit issu- 
ance of a marriage license until 
the applicants obtain a blood test 
showing their freedom from syph- 
ilis or a physician’s certificate at- 
testing to their freedom from 
venereal disease, was perfected by 
the House and advanced on the 
calendar for final passage. 

“I understand that Justices of 
the Peace operating marriage mills 
have started a movement to ob- 
struct and ax this bill,” Keet 
charged. “Any member who votes 
against the bill because of their 
selfish desires doesn’t belong in 
this House.” 

The pre-marital tests, designed 
primarily to prevent the spread 
of venereal diseases, would indi- 
rectly prevent so-called “midnight 
gin marriages,” which have been 
profitable to marriage mill opera- 
tors. In addition, they would keep 
non-residents from coming to Mis- 
souri to be married for the pur- 
pose of evading marriage health 
laws in their own states. 

Dr. Emmett F. Cook, physician 
and Representative from St. Jo- 
seph, told the House the bill was 
not perfect and would not eradi- 
cate syphilis, but would have a 
far-reaching effect in reducing the 
disease 


Opposition to the measure was 
led by Majority Floor Leader Lauf 
of Jefferson City, who condemned 
the bill as unworkable. He charged 
that blood tests for syphilis would 
not accurately show the presence 
of the disease, and said that per- 
sons might be injured and embar- 
rassed by a test falsely indicating 
infection.

Are: these 
propaganda broadcasts answered 
by us? How? Are the networks 
and the individual section chiefs 
in charge of short-wave programs 
empowered to answer this propa- 
ganda with a counter-propaganda? 
The official network policy is not 
to answer them—to ignore them— 


but this is a policy adopted by the * 


networks themselves. 


And, in the nature of things, this 
policy cannot be wholly adhered 
to, eyen if it were desirable to do 
so. For the mere selection of news, 
let alone the interpretation, consti- 
tutes an indirect propaganda. All 
scripts have to be submitted to the 
blue pencil of the networks—a blue 
pencil wielded by the section chiefs 
—and thus the private networks 
become the promoters and censors 
of what does, or; does not go out 
over the ether from these shores. 


HERE is, inevitably, some con- 
flict between the business mind 
and any larger political policy. 
Short-wave programs have been, 
and as far as I know, still aré, 
sponsored by American corpora- 
tions, so that news and comment 
on them is heard in South America 
through the courtesy of fruit, or 
oil, or fountain pens, or what not. 
The sponsor inevitably has his own 
interests to preserve, and our 
South American friends must in- 
evitably obtain the impression that 
commercial pressures and political 
analysis go close together. In a 
world where the Axis powers con- 
tinually attack us as “money-loving 
commercialists,” this is deplorable,

—it is not one of the major 
Ameriean systems, but hag a pow- 
erful transmitter and specializes 
in short waves—puts speakers on 
the air in all languages to expound 
American ideals and general poli- 
cies.

Are they subject to any official 
check?. The answer is they are 
not. ‘The network selects them. 


The men in charge have the best |. 


intentions in the world, but they 
are not men in close touch with 
the State Department. They must 
find persons who. speak foreign 
languages and who possibly have 
names known abroad. This is all 
right, but it is unfortunate that 
men are sométimes selected to 
speak who are wholly discredited 
in the“ nations whose lauguages 
they command and others present 
themselves to speak who have per- 
sonal foreign — intereBts ‘at 
stake.

Officials Given Death List. 

Important French - police offi- 
cials are called in, given a list of 
10 names, told to have them or 
their bodies within a given time 
or be responsible with their own 
lives. A French police inspector 
found that an important anti-Nazi 
German on his list had committed 
suicide. He dug up the body and 
took it to the Germans before they 
would be satisfied. 

These signs that Hitler's hour 
approaches for swift action to 
complete the conquest come when 
the French food shortage is be- 
coming acute so that the Germans 
can scarcely expect to bleed the

Half of Cattle Lost. 


In 1940 France had 3,500,000 head 
of cattle. The Germans have tak- 
en more than half and the rest 
have had virtually no fodder. The 
1940 sugar crop stands at 400,000 
tons as against 950,000 for 1939, 
with current prospects worse. 

Fats come from Africa,. but the 
Germans take virtually all of 
them, and the French mistaken- 
ly sowed oily seeds, counting on 
the Germans granting them some 
importations from Africa. Actual- 
ly the Germans are in every 
Southern French port and they 
confiscate virtually all foodstuffs 
and fats coming from Africa. 

The next two-month period finds 
France between harvests and faced 
with. starvation for the first time 
unless wheat and the like con- 
tinue to come in from America. 
Unable to loot France in this pe- 
riod, the Germans will have small 
reason not to complete their in- 
vasion in the drab period before. 
foodstuffs begin to come in again.

Hitler’s Tactics. 


We know quite well what sort 
of standards our enemies possess, 
We know their leader has set forth 
as one of his basic principles the 
use of the lie. We know his agents 
are busy everywhere, undermining 
our interests, cajoling, bribing and 
promising; winning over key men 
here and there, terrifying others 
into inaction, We know he has a 
splendidly organized propaganda 
service which makes use of every 
possible medium for disseminating 
what he wants the world to. be- 
lieve; all too often he succeeds in 
using our own news channels for 
this purpose. We know he exploits 
every internal discontent, every 
dissident element within the states 
which are, or may become, opposed 
to him. We try, as far as we Can, 
to protect ourselves against all 
this; but do we go and do like- 
wise? We do not. 

‘We have learned the tremendous 
value of the initiative, of offen- 
sive action, in modern warfare; but 
do we apply this lesson to the po- 
litical field of battle, which is just 
as important as the — If 
not, why not? 

Why should we remain always on 
the receiving end of this sort of 
thing? Why not use some of Hit- 
ler’s own weapons against him? 

What is needed is a $500,000,000 
appropriation. . for propaganda, 
counter-espionage, and sabotage— 
yes, sabotage.

For Counter-Espionage. 


3.—Organize a really efficient 
counter-espionage service to deal 
with enemy agents and “Fifth Col- 
umnists.” This has not been done 
as yet, largely for lack of funds. 
There is little real co-ordination 
between the F. B. I., Naval Intelli- 
gence and Military Intelligence. 

What is needed is first of all a 
special intélligence service to act 
as co-ordinator, responsible direct- 
ly to the President, acting with his 
authority, and provided with per- 
sonnel to conduct investigations of 
its own when necessary. Next, ex- 
pansion of the special branch of 
the F. B. I. by addition of personnel 
trained in particular ,branches of 
counter-espionage or possessing 
particular qualifications therefor. 
Next, give the Naval and Military 
Intelligence Services more money 
and more personnel for work with- 
in their respective branches; and 
see to it that the spheres of ac- 
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tivity of all intelligence services 
are sharply defined, that co-opera- 
tion is assured, and that suitable 
direction is provided for combined 
efforts where these are necessary. 
Competent Spy Service. 

4.—Organize a competent, intel- 
ligent, well-trained espionage serv- 
ice, as distinct from sabotage, for 
work in enemy countries. We can 


do nothing without accurate in- 
formation; we cannot hope to an- 


ticipate the enemy’s moves unless 
we have some hint of what they 
are going to be, The record of 
American intelligence services in

For planes these distances are 
trivial and the Mediterranean is 
no more than a lake. Bombers 
stationed at Rhodes can easily raid 
objectives on Egypt's Mediterran- 
ean coast or the Gulf of Suez. 


Planes in Desert War. 


In the western desert, the Ger- 
mans have taken:over the initia- 
tive from the Italians. Here again, 
planes play an important part. 
They carry troops, fuel and sup- 
plies quickly from one part of 
the desert to the other. 

The Germans are believed to pos- 
sess many troop transport planes, 
though they have lost some through 
Royal Air Force raids on their air 
terminals.

HIS question of convoys was settled essentially 1 


teh | end America--but those provisions of the act which would weaken 


American defense and make us responsible for any English world 
strategy to preserve the British Empire regardless of its effect on our 


defense. 
Just now we are about to reap 


the logical .consequences of the 
bill in the form it passed, We are 
going to convoy regardless of its 
almost certain result of war. If 
that were a question of trying to 
insure delivery of the goods to the 
British Isles, I could not oppose 


it, because I believe that, contrary 
to my opinion, representatives of 
the people in our democracy over- 
whelmingly approved it. 

But I think they were not fully 
or frankly informed then and are 
not being fairly itmformed now. 
All the advocates of our immediate 
involvement in war now stress 
only what they call the “Battle of 
the Atlantic.” They say we are 
to convoy goods to the British 
Isles to: defend them from an in- 
vasion and as an advanced base 
for us in the Atlantic to keep that 
ocean free of challenge to our 
shores. Ig that what we are about 
to do? : 

Points to Difference. 

That is what Secretary Stimson’s 
sincere and measured appeal for 
war says. But that is not what 
Anthony Eden told the House of 
Commons, That is not what Sen- 
ator Pepper told our Senate. 
Eden wants “United States war

He said he “welcomed the im- 
mense step forward by the United 
States in deciding to send ships 
to the Red Sea.” Senator Pepper 
wants us to “bottle up” the Jap- 
anese navy and seize parts of 
Africa at the same time. He sug- 
gests that we could begin on Japan, 
and with 50 American bombers 
“make a shambles out of Tokyo.”

How is that defending Ameri- 
ca’s ocean barriers? -Of course it 
isn’t. It is buttering our meager 
resources too thin over the whole 
face of the globe. It may be true 


that this is because the British 
Empire in all the continents al- 
ready is buttered too thin to de- 
fend itself everywhere, but that 
is not our fault and it is not our 
obligation. It may be that the 
British should shorten their lines 
to increase their defense.

The President himself has said that, in his 
convoys will mean war. Few persons familiar with 
the temperament of the American people will be 
under any illusion as to how they would react to a 
series of ship sinkings. 

What is less clear is that war would necessarily 
mean all-out war. There has been much talk of a 
war of “limited liability.” The talk persists, even 
though its logic has been dented by recent history. 

England originally planned to fight a limited war. 
In 1938 Hore-Belisha, then War Minister, made a 
speech in which he said that never again would 
England send troops to fight on the Continent. She 
} would fight ‘a naval and economic war; France 
would furnish the soldiers. That illusion did not 
last long for England. “ But again and again we 
hear it applied to America. 

In his fireside ‘chat of last Dec. 29, in which for 
the first time he discarded the “short of war” thesis, 
President Roosevelt said: “There is no demand for 
sending an American expeditionary. force outside of 
our own borders. There is no intention by any 
member of your Government to send such a foree.” 

In his radio speech of Tuesday night, Secretary of 
War Stimson gave the impression that we could 
fulfill our mission by using our navy. 

Senator Pepper, in the Senate debate of the same 
day, said it would be possible at the risk of “losing 
a few lives now,” to avoid the necessity of sending 
an expeditionary force later. : 

It is important to review these statements—which 
lay down a war pattern which, in view of its limited 
sacrifices, a good many Americans might be ready 
to emb because of an unusually frank article 
by the Washington columnists, Alsop and Kintner. 
Ever since they published an account of adminis- 
tration foreign policy under the title “American 
White Paper’—a title which no American newspaper 
man or book publisher would have the effrontery to 
use without clearance from the State Department or 
the White House—these men have been accepted as 
quasi-official spokesmen. 

In their column Wednesday, devoted to a “report 
on just what this country is physically able to do 
about the war,” Alsop and Kintner stated: 

American preparation has not yet reached the 
stage at which an expeditionary force of any 
size can safely be sent out of this country, even 
to North Africa. ... 

Although it is impossible to gather and equip 

a continental expeditionary force yet, the army 


and navy are quite adequately prepared to occupy 
and defend the Atlantic islands. 


By sacrificing a few lives in convoys now, Wwe 
shall be able to avoid sending an expeditionary 
force later. So run the public statements. But, ac- 
cording to columnists conceded to be close to the 
makers of American foreign policy, the case is sim- 
ply this: American preparations have not yet 
reached the stage at which we will be able to send 
an expeditionary force. The implication is that we 
will send one as soon as we are physically able. 

The fact is, there is no such thing as fighting half 
a war. Many people thought in 1917 that we 
would send only token forces to France. We ended 
up by sending 2,000,000 men, with 2,000,000 more in 
training on this side. In a notable article on Jan. 
21, 1940, Maj. George Fielding Hliot said: 

There is a g00d deal of loose talk going around 
about eventual American participation in the 
present war by all means short: of the actual 
dispatch of an expeditionary army to France; 
that is, by naval, aerial, economic and financial 
means. J call this sort of thing “loose talk” - 
because fit is plain that unless its originators 
are either ignorant or dishonest, they have failed 
to think their proposition through. 

After a detailed analysis of these statements, Maj. 
Eliot added: | 

We might remind ourselves that our history 
and national character do not incline us toward 
half measures, do not indicate that we are likely 
to make half a war. We might, therefore, use- 
fully reflect not only upon the nature of - the 
propositions now being bruited about, but also 
on the certainty that unless we wish to get into 
this war all the way we will do well to avoid 
taking the first steps in that direction. 

Let no man delude himself that, if we enter this 
war, it will mean only sending supplies to Britain, 
using our navy, or our air foree, or a token expedi- 
tionary force. Such an idea proceeds, as Maj. Eliot 
says, from thoughtlessness, ignorance or dishonesty. 
If we enter this war, we will enter it totally, with 
navy, air force, expeditionary force and all our re- 
sources. And, once in, it will be a war to the bitter 
end, be that two or 20 years from now.

Mr. Dickmann naturally does not like to admit 
that his party made a major blunder in the effort 
to deprive Gov. Donnell of his office. Rarely has an 
electorate become so incensed as it did over this 
issue, as newspaper files and other evidence will 
reveal. It is a human thing for the ex-Mayor to 
attempt to save face by ascribing his defeat in large 
part to the smoke ordinance. 

But if the smoke issue is, as Mr. Dickmann told 
the Louisville Times, “poison to politicians,” why 
did his successful opponent embrace the smoke ordi- 
nance during and since the campaign; why did 
Mayor Becker reappoint Dickmann’s Smoke Com- 
missioner, Mr. Tucker, who worked hard for Beck- 
er’s defeat; why has he repeatedly and solemnly 
promised the public that he would continue to en- 
force the smoke ordinance? We think it would be 
political poison for Mayor Becker to do otherwise, 
and so, apparently, does he. 
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CHALLENGE TO MR. GREEN. 

Representative Hoffman of Michigan is a notorious 
labor baiter.

’ GES IN THE DRAFT AGE. 

July 1 has n tentatively set as the date for 
adding about 1,000,000 names to the draft rolls. They 
will be thoze of prospective draftees who. reached 
their twenty-first birthday since last October. 

As preparations are being made for this second 
enroliment of the defense emergency, suggestions 
are being put forward for a narrower age bracket 
for the new conscripts. It is being urged that the top 
age be set at 26 or 30, instead ‘of 35 years. The Draft 
Act is believed to authorize such a change. 

The emphasis on younger men hag certain ob- 
vious advantages. Generally, such men are in 
better physical condition for the rigors of the mili- 
tary life. Further, they might be withdrawn from 
civil occupations with less hardship and fewer dis- 
locations—especially in the defense industries, where 
the skills of the older men might well be of far 
greater value than their service in‘ camp and field. 

However, there is also talk—on the part of Mayor 
LaGuardia and others—of an even more drastic 
change.in the eligibility age. These people are talk- 
ing of an 18-to-22 or a 20-to-22-year grouping. 

There is some question as to whether or not enough 
men would be available in these classifications. Even 
if there should be, it would mean a much more thor- 
ough use of eligibles than is now the case, It 
would come very close to the European idea of “a 
year in the Army” for‘every young man. It might 
become an easy introduction to a permanent con- 
scription system in the United States, 

No man knows the future so well that he can say 
that there never will be a real need for such mili- 
tary training here. However, our present selective

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Hitler’s Road to Gibraltar

Decision on Spain’s entry into war will be made in Berlin, not 
Madrid, says official of former Republic; British attempts to woo 
Franco are futile, he adds; Germans control nation, and long 
ago prepared for attack on England's Mediterranean stronghold.

GAIN the question of a Nazi march 
A tarouen Spain ig the order of the day. 

Since the beginning of the European 
war, Spain has been one of the most slip- 
pery stepping stones for columnists and 
radio commentators, Most of the time, they 
have not known what to say. They failed 
in their analysis of the Spanish situation 
because of their reluctance to take the only 
safe position. 

There could not have been a simpler one. 
If they had understood that the decision 
whether or not Spain would “enter the 
war” on the side of the Axis was a decision 
Berlin would make, not Madrid, we should 
have been spared many faltering commen- 
taries. 

But perhaps it is not surprising that 
newspapers and the radio have been so 
inept in dealing with the Spanish problem 
when a man who till now has seemed to see 
so clearly into the European situation sud- 
denly offers the same superficial interpre- 
tation. The defense of British aid to Franco 
made by Winston Churchill in the House 
of Commons on April 22 will some day— 
when an impartial record is established of 
his splendid work at the head of the Brit- 
ish Government in the struggle against Nazi 
barbarism—be set down as a bad mistake. 

If his words had not been uttered in one 
of England's gravest hours, one would have 
suspected an outburst of his proverbial hu- 
mor when he attributed to the diplomatic 
genius of Sir Samuel Hoare—eternally con- 
secrated in the days of Munich—his new 
success in detaching Franco from Berlin 
and Rome. 

* * . 

The curious thing is that the position of 
Spain conceals nothing enigmatic. The 
British Intelligence Service did not have to 
display any superhuman insight to discover 
Franco’s stand. Ministers as well as edi- 
torial writers have announced incessantly 
their desire for a final Axis victory and 
their readiness to contribute to it to the lim- 
it of Spain's capacity. On the opening of 
the exhibition of the German press in Ma- 
drid this March, Serrano Suner, the Foreign 
Minister, delivered a declaration of passion- 
ate faith in Nazi victory which ought to 
have put an end to any lurking thoughts 
of appeasement in London. 

British help to Santander, matching the 
speed of German “technicians and en- 
gineers” hurried from France to the devas- 
tated Northern Spanish town, was ridi- 
culed in the Phalangist press as a new evi- 
dence of “traditional h h * 
On the very day that Mr. Churchill paid 
such glowing tribute to the talent of his 
Ambassador in Madrid, Senor Suner’s or- 
gan, Arriba, threatened Portugal, telling 
that nation it “must choose between Britain 
and Spain,” while the rest of the Madrid 
press exulted in the prospect of a more 
tragic Dunkerque in Greece. 

In fact, the Nazi march through Spain 
needs only to be completed. Current news- 
paper reports estimate that 80,000 Germans 
have already slipped into Spain. Those 
Germans have not been sent there to study 
Franco's attempt to build the New Order 
by the original method of eliminating eat- 
ing as a norma] human function. There is 
sufficient work for them to do in organis- 
ing the police and keeping the Spanish peo- 
ple, who would otherwise have revolted 


in 
Spain have had another task of a military 


character. They have repaired the roads 
which lead to Gibraltar and to Morocco and 
undertaken all the preliminary steps for a 
large-scale Nazi military move. 

During the Spanish war, the Germans 
fortified Sierra, Carbonera and Ceuta. 
They installed airdromes, from which the 
German aviation could hold Gibraltar ,un- 
der incessant fire while every ship passing 
through the straits could be attacked from 
shore by guns set up on both sides, as well 
as from the air. 

From the beginning of 1940 till now, Ger- 
man technicians in Spain have been work- 
ing unceasingly to perfect the plans for 
encircling Gibraltar begun during the days 
of “non-intervention.” 

+ * 9— 

The difficulty of taking Gibraltar itself, 
derived from the fact of its narrow eén- 
trance, which makes a frontal land attack 
very costly, would not discourage the Nazis 
from their drive through Spain. Whether 
or not Gibraltar holds out as a fortress, its 
value as a naval base will be rendered use- 
less as soon as the coastal batteries on Point 
Carnero around Algeciras and the modern- 
ized batteries of El Hacho in Ceuta go into 
action, reinforced by the mobile batteries 
that the invading Nazi armies would bring 
with them. The.best British military crit- 
ics agree on that. 

The loss of Gibraltar, the most important 
point of support for British supremacy in 
the Mediterranean, would leave England 
with no secure naval base between. the Brit- 
ish Isles and Alexandria, more than 3000 
miles distant. 

Like Italy’s entrance into the war, Spain’s 
active co-operation with the Nazis will be 
decided at Hitler’s exclusive convenience. 
It may happen in two weeks, in three 
months, or while these lines go to press. 
But the single sure thing is that Adolf Hit- 
ler will be the one to set the date, 

When his decision is made, he will not 
meet any opposition whatever from the 
Franco Government. Franco and the 
Spanish phalanx are pro-Nazi in their 
hearts and in their bones. They are irre- 
mediably bound to the Axis cause by the 
Spanish war, by their inclination and feel- 
ings, and by the knowledge that they could 


y not survive a Hitler defeat 24 hours. 


THOUGHT ON DANDELIONS.

HE garden is golden with dandelions. 
One’s immediate impulse is to grab for 
the weeder, Dandelions.

Germany has no seapower in the 
Mediterranean. The Italian navy 
apparently will assert itself only 
when the British navy leaves the 
Mediterranean, if ever. On the oth- 
er hand, it would be a mistake to 
exaggerate the barrier qualities of 
the Mediterranean or the desert. 


The Germans took some Greek 
isles by parachute. The Germans 
have gone in for air transport in 
a big way. They have at least one 
airborne division, equipped with 
light arms, which travels entirely 
by way of speci uy constructed, 
spacious transport planes, such is 
the Junkers-52, which is believed 
to have a big load capacity but 
to have a limited: range of 520 
miles. In terms of the Atlantic 
Ocean that is not much, but in 
terms of the Mediterranean and 
the Western desert it is enough. 


New Nazi Parachute. 


The British are strengthening 
the defenses of Crete and Cyprus, 
Passengers of JU-52's can be 
debarked on an airdrome or in 
the air by parachute, The Ger- 
mans have developed a parachute 
which explodes itself open by 
means of a rocket contraption, so 
the parachutists can safely junip 
out of the planes at an altitude 
of a few hundred yards and reach 
the ground quickly. Leaders are 
said to have red parachutes so 
their men can cluster about them 
as soon as they land, 


In Greece the Germans. are re- 
puted to have used air bombard- 
ments to cover the landing of 
their parachute troops, notably in 
Corinth, the same way artillery 
barrage ie used to cover infantry 
attacks on the ground, with the 
difference that they. are vertical 
operations instead of horizontal. 
The method used was this: 

A single parachutist, dropped on 
a predesignated area, immediately 
planted a red flag in‘ the open 
whereupon bombers began con.

turous young Italian lads, min- 
ers from the province of Lombardy, 
left their native sunny Italy for a 
whack at life in a new world. With 
little’ cash and no knowledge of 
English, they eventually found

west of the city, they settled down 
in what was then a little German 
colony, west of what is now Kings-

named Southwest avenue. 


From that original handful of 
youthful Italian immigrants 
grown one of St. Louis’ most: popu- 
lous communities—that section of 
the city known as “The Hill.”. Now 
broadened to ‘cover; roughly, the

generation Italians. It boasts its 
own factories and stores, its schools 


and churches.: But best of all, ar 
boasts of being a neighbor 


with the lowest juvenile delinquen- 
cy rate in the city; a settlement of 
home-loving, honest, hard-working 
people who pay their grocery bills 
and have no trouble over the rent 
with their landlords; a so-called 
“foreign colony” that has absorbed 
the American way of living so thor- 
oughly that it is difficult to find 
among the younger generationgany 
traces of their Italian heritage ex- 
cept warm complexions and ex- 
pressive eyes. 


“We are a people whose fathers 
and mothers were uneducated and 
knew nothing but work,” says 35- 
year-old Joe Correnti, a second- 
generation Italian, whose father 
settled on the hill back in 1898 
and spent the remainder of his 
life as a fireman of a brick kiln. 
“And 95 per cent of the second gen- 
eration went to-work in factories, 
because their fathers and mothers 
did not understand the value of 
education. Now, it is different. The 
second generation determined that 
their children should have the 
benefits of an American education. 
It is with the second generation 
that the process of Americanization 
began.” ’ 

Correnti is, himself, a self-made 
man. Proprietor of a good-sized 
cleaning plant, he speaks English 
with the faintest trace of an ac- 
cent and chuckles a great deal 
over the stories he collected from
